Recalls Visit to RFC. 

Homer W. Stanhope, secretary | 
and controller for American | 
Lithofold, testified this afternoon | 
that he and Finnegan visited the 
St. Louis RFC office in 1949. 

“Frankly I don’t know what we 
discussed,” Stanhope said. He did 
recall, however, that at that time 
“we at Lithofold were talking 
about an extension of the RFC 
loan.”

Stanhope was unable to recall 
the date of the meeting or re- 
member what official he and Fin- 
negan talked with.

“I have no recollection now 
what he said,” the witness testi- 
fied.

Finnegan Still on Payroll. 

Finnegan remains on the Lith- 
ofold payroll to this day, Stan- 
hope reported. 

Asked whether Lithofold ob- 
tained $565,000 in RFC loans 
early in 1950, he replied, “Yes.” 
In the same year, Finnegan re- 
ceived $9000 in legal fees from 
the printing firm, the controller 
testified. 

Among papers identified by 
Stanhope were Finnegan’s travel 
vouchers for a trip to Washington 
March 24 to 30, 1949. His ex- 
penses fcr that trip, the vouchers 
showed, totaled $736. Among res- 
taurant bills were one for $62.70, 
another for $26 and a third for 
$22.

United States asserted last night 
that Communist charges that 
United Nations forces are using 
germ warfare in Korea are a 
cover-up for Red inability to con- 
trol a serious plague outbreak in 
North Korea and for their block- 
ing of armistice negotiations. 


The American declaration was 
made in an unusual personal 
statement by «Secretary of State 
Acheson. It was broadcast through- 
out the world by the Voice of 
America and its affiliates. 

Dripping with scorn and sar- 
casm, the ’s statement 
branded as “entirely false” and 
“nonsense” any charge that germ 
warfare is being, or has been, 
used by U.N. forces. He repeated 
this country’s challenge to have 
an impartial international investi- 
gation of the charges.

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WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
~Advocates of state ownership 
of oil rich lands beneath the 
marginal seas were ready to argue 
their case in the Senate today. 
On the fifst full day of debate 
yesterday, the Senate barely got 
started. 

Senators O’Mahoney (Dem), 
Wyoming, and Anderson (Dem.), 
New Mexico, co-sponsors of pend- 
ing legislation to provide for fed- 
eral administration of oil leases 
in the coastal waters, urged adop- 
tion of their proposal. O’Mahoney 
said it would “postpone the con- 
troversy and produce the oil.” 

But Senator Long, (Dem.), Lou- 
isiana, supporting a state-owner- 
ship substitute, said the O’Ma- 
honey-Anderson resolution does 
not have even the support of a | 
majority of the Senate Interior 
Committee which brought it to 
the Senate floor. 

Scope of Resolution. 

The legislation, admittedly 
temporary in nature, would give 
the Secretary of Interior super- 
vision over the off-shore. oil pro- 
duction pending a final decision 
on ownership. It would validate 
leases made in good faith by the 
states, and would give them a 
share of the oil royalties. 

O’Mahoney and Anderson said 
flatly that President Truman will 
veto any bill to give the oil rich 
areas to the states. They asserted 
that the Congress could not pass 
the measure over the veto. The 
House has passed a state-owner- 
ship bill despite the fact that 
President Truman vetoed a simi- 
lar measure in 1946. 

O’Mahoney said oil companies 
have idle equipment stored in the 
gulf ports because there is no 
method of federal administration 
of the area. The Supreme Court 
has ruled that the. Federal Gov- 
ernment has paramount interest 
in the- lands. 

Calling his proposal an tnterim 
measure, O’Mahoney said it would 
permit further exploration and 
development on the continental 
shelf while Congress considers 
whether to give the area to the 
states. 

Delay on Vote Likely. 

Senator McFarland (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, the Senate majority leader, 
told reporters he still hopes for 
a vote this week on the submerged 
lands question, but it may have 
to be set aside temporarily for 
other business. 

He said the Japanese peace 
treaty will be brought before the 
Senate late this week or early 
next week at the request of Presi- 
dent Truman, He said there would 
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be several days’ discussion of the |° 


treaty. 

The President’s reorganization 
plan for the Internal Revenue 
Bureau will be brought up next i 
Tuesday or Wednesday, he said, 
because of a March 14 deadline 
for action.

Elliott, in sponsoring the bill, 
said the limitations in the exist- 
ing law had hampered outstate 
officers in attempting to obtain 
evidence against handbook opera- 
tors. 

Gamblers who were aware of 
the loopholes in the law in some 
instances were reported to have 
moved from St. Louis to points 
outside the city, Elliott said. 

Smith signed five other bills, 
including one increasing the sal- 
aries of magistrates in Jackson 
and St. Louis counties from $5000 
a year to $6500, and in Greene 
county from $4000 a year to 
$5300. 

Another bill approved by Smith 
provides a flat salary increase of 
$1000 a year for all county school 
superintendents in the state. 
Smith said the present salaries 
of county superintendents varied 
from $3200 a year to $5955.

Meet Ollie Vanek, 
Specialist in Hitting. 

NE of the more important 
0 scouts in the far-flung Car- 

dinal organization is Ollie 
Vanek, well-known in the inner 
circles of baseball, but seldom 
mentioned in the big league 
picture. Ollie has managed 
many clubs in the Cardinal 
chain, He was managing Mon- 
essen when Stan Musial re- 
ported in June 1938. Ollie 
next was managing Springfield 
in 1941, the big year that was 


a turning point in the career of 
Stan the Man. 


None of the B club man- 
agers wanted Musial that year. 
A former pitcher who had in- 
jured his arm playing the out- 
field wasn’t attractive to the 
minor leaguers in their spring 
session to beg for talent and so 
when it got around to the C 
managers, Vanek said he’d take 
Musial. And the rest of the 
story is well known. Stan hit 
.379 in 87 games at Springfield 
and was moved up to Rochester. 
Everybody wanted Musial by 
that time. Musial hit .326 in 
54 games at Rochester and late 
that season the Cardinals were 
looking for help and Stan 
moved to the Redbird roster. 
In 12 games he hit a robust 
.426 and, of course, he’s been 
hitting for a robust average 
ever since. 


There wasn’t any high school 
rule in those days and Stan 
was a high school boy and 
postponed reporting to Mones- 
sen until after school was out.

They Prefer Whole ‘Craw.’ 

Channel cat and bass prefer the 
whole ‘craw.’ Channel cat are fair 
game March 15. In fishing for 
them, a casting rod, heavy sinker, 
stout line, and large, strong hook 
are required. The ‘soft craw’ is 
hooked through tke tail and cast 
far downstream. The heavy sink- 
er takes it to the bottom of the 
stream or lake—favorite feeding 
ground for ‘Mr. Whiskers.’ The 
bait is allowed to rest on the 
bottom for a space of time and 
then moved a foot or so until a 
fish is attracted or the entire 
line reeled in and a new cast 
made. The channel cat will be 
deliberate about taking the bait 
and will usually make _ several 
short runs before taking off for 
‘the tall and uncut.’ Soon the 
reel will begin to sing and then 
is the time to set the hook—and 
hard! 

Bass react to crawfish in an 
entirely different manner. A cast- 
ing cork is used and set to keep 

the bait at a depth of four or 
five feet. Bass, especially small- 
mouthed in the swift Ozark 
‘streams, hit the bait with a sav- 
age fury and there is no hesita- 
‘tion or fooling around. The wily 
old warrior may realize that the 
tempting spring ‘fare will be 
gobbled up by a hungry compan- 
jon and it‘is a case ‘of now or 
never. 

Its An Ozark Tradition. 

Early perch fishing is almost an 
Ozark tradition. Nothing appeals 
to the gourmet more than a plat- 
ter of perch, fried crisp and gold- 
en brown. Rolled lightly in a 
mixture of flour and corn meal 
and fried in deep fat alongside a 
meandering stream, they are 
sweet and tasty and an epicure’s 
delight. Crawfish tails are an 
ideal bait for perch fishing. A 
‘perch’ can be almost any species 
of the smaller flat-shaped fish 
which inhabit our streams. Dif- 
ferent localities have different 
names. They may be bream in 
the south and bluegill in the 
north, sunfish, red-bellies, pond 
perch, punkin-seeds, and a dozen 
different names, depending on 
the fisherman’s fancy and locale. 

The equipment. for perch fish- 
ing is simple. There is no com- 
plicated tackle involved. Cut a 
green, limber cane from the 
stream bank, add a line, a small 
hook, sinker, and bobber, and you 
are in business. A dozen or 80 
crawfish should furnish enough 
bait to take the limit of 15 perch, 
if you know just how and whefi to 
set the hook. The crawfish tails 
should be skinned out of the shell 
and cut into small bits with a 
sharp knife. Skin out only one 
tail at a time and use as needed. 
The remaining supply will be 
firmer and stay on the hook bet- 
ter if left on the live crawfish 
until ready to use. Select a deep 
hole where the stream current 
runs toward the bank from which 
you are fishing; a drift of logs 
and uprooted trees in the fishing 
hole will assure you of better 
luck, With a bit of white craw- 
fish tail on the hook, it won't be 
long until your cork will be mer- 
rily bobbing away. After three or 
four bobs it will plunge out of 
sight and you sharply set the 
hook and the lithe green cane 
pole will describe a perfect arc 
until you land the fish back on 
the greensward. Who said fly fish- 
ermen have all the fun?

2. The Conservation of Human 
Resources, an extensive, scientific 
study of the major areas in which 
wastes of human capacities occur 
and of the means for their reduc- 
tion or elimination. Based on his 
World War II experience, Gen. 
Eisenhower felt that “the ineffec- 
tive use of our manpower jeop- 
ardizes the security of the United 
States in war, and represents a 
major drain on the efficiency of 
the’ economy in peacetime.” 

3. An Institute of War and 
Peace, to study the causes and 
consequences of war and the ef- 
fective management of a huge 
democracy in the tragic circum- 
stances of war. 

4. The Citizenship Edugation 
Study Project, now running in 
eight Eastern school systems with 
the purpose of condu¢ting re- 
search in methods of teaching 
eitizenship.

founding, Gen. Eisenhower has 
projected a convocation of edu- 
cational leaders from many lands 
to promote “the ideal of full free- 
dom of scholarly inquiry and ex-

Only three days after his in- 
auguration at Columbia, Gen.

“Because I believe that the Fed- 
eral Government has no right to 
tax money out of our pockets and 
give it back to us without some 
form of supervision, therefore I 
say that they cannot give Federal 
money for the support of higher 
education.

N spite of high wages and booming factories, the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers is worried about a “serious depres- 
sion” after 1954. This threat and what should be done about it 


were discussed behind closed doors the other day when the presi- 
dential advisers met with the Senate-House committee on the 


economic report. 


“The fear is... that a drop in 
government expenditures, which 
means a discontinuance of gov- 
ernment demand for goods and 
for labor, will precipitate a seri- 
ous depression,” explained Presi- 
dential Adviser John Clark. “Not 
only are people in the United 
States worryimg about it, but peo- 
ple abroad are worrying about it, 
because they know that a depres- 
sion in the United States would 
have an immediate effect on for- 
eign aid. eee 

“By the middle of 1954,” Clark 
added, “we will have a produc- 
tive machine for military pur- 
poses which will be able to turn 
out goods so much faster than 
we can possibly use them ik 
military purposes in the absen 
of a real shooting war, that I do 
not think there will be anyone 
proposing that we expand them 
still further. The threat from 
Russia will require the continu- 
ance of a high level of military 
expenditure on a preparedness 
basis.” 

“The point you are making,” 
interrupted Chairman Joe O’Ma- 
honey, Wyoming Democrat, “is 
that the mass-production ma- 
chine for turning out implements 
of war will have been completed 
at least by 1954. And thereafter, 
in the absence of a war, the de- 
mand for military spending will 
be for the product from this ma- 
chine.” 


“That is right, and for much 
less product that the machine is 
able to produce,” agreed Clark. 
He warned that this will mean 
“a substantial drop in the ex- 


penditures on the security pro- 
gram.”

In the highest levels of the De- 
fense and State departments it is 
recognized, officials privately con- 
cede, that popular indignation 
could force the United States in 
some circumstances to take ac- 
tion which would either contra- 
dict or diverge from its present 
policy. 

A clear indication of the Ad- 
ministration’s attitude came last 
night in a speech sent by Assist- 
ant Secretary of State John M.

“It is our policy,” Allison said, 
“to confine the conflict to Korea. 
We do not propose to widen the 
scope of the war. That has been 
our policy from the start. That 
remains our policy. It is up to 
the Communists. If they want to 
widen the conflict and engulf the 
world in a terrible world war, 
then they must be the ones to do 
it.” 


Truce talks at Panmunjom ‘are 
deadlocked now over several is- 
sues. Allison and his closest as- 
sociates as well as military lead- 
ers reportedly still believe the 
odds are at least even on the pos- 
sibility of agreement on a truce. 

They have been considering for 
many weeks, however, what the 
United States should do in event 
of a collapse of negotiations. It 
is known that consideration has 
been given to carrying the war 
directly against China. It is now 
apparent that the decision has 
been reached to avoid this if pos- 
sible. 

The advice of military leaders 
that a bigger effort in-the Far 
East would mean a weakening of 
America’s home air and other 
forces has been a decisive factor 
in this decision.

break off with both sides holding 
to their present military positions 
—that is, avoiding a major grotnd 
offensive. In this circumstance 
the Administration's present 
policy is that the United States 
should not act to enlarge the 
war. 


2. The talks might break off 
with a Communist offensive 
aimed at driving the United Na- 
tions forces out of their present 
entrenched positions. Gen. Ridg- 
way is reported to be confident 
that his position is so strong that 
he could smash such an offensive 
at terrific cost to the enemy gnd 
might thereby start the Reds talk- 
ing peace more earnestly. Even in 
the face of a ground offensive, 
the Administration would take 
the line that the war should be 
confined to Korea, under present - 
policy. 

3. The talks mi@ht collapse 
under a terrific drive by the Reds 
making all-out use of their air 
as well as land power. In that 
event a policy which has been 
on the U.N. books in Korea for a’ 
year would probably be put into 
effect. It provides that, should 
Communist air attacks threaten 
the security of the U.N. forces, 
the U.N. may strike back at the 
launching bases. Those bases are 
on Chinese territory, north of 
the Yalu river. 

Allison said that while the 
U.N. does not want to broaden 
the war, its members also are 
determined not to pay such a 
price for peace as would reward 
the Reds for having started the 
conflict in the first place.

It is one of the tragedies of our time 
that a man who has performed one 
political job ably is then automatically 
considered for another more advanced 
position, where the qualifications and 
duties may be altogether different, re- 
quiring different abilities and perhaps 
a completely different personality. 


Such is the case to a great degree 
-with Senator Taft and to a lesser ex- 
tent with Senator Kefauver. 

It. is difficult to deny that before his 
eyes were on the presidency Senator 
Taft was one of the nation’s most out- 
standing Senators. But he was valu- 
able, not because of his farsightedness 
and infinite wisdom, but rather as a 
member of the opposition. 

For he was a powerful negative force 
that served as a check when the New 
and Fair Deals at times overstepped 
their bounds. As an automaton sure to 
sneak out against radical legislation 
Senator Taft was indeed valuable. 

But these are not the qualifications 
that a President must possess. A Presi- 
dent cannot be a negative force, but 
must be a dynamic leader who can 
make long range plans and provisions 
for the future. 

Here Senator Taft miserably fails, 
for his shortsightedness has often been 
apparent, as witnessed in his opposition 
to the North Atlantic Pact, and so forth. 

Senator Taft does not possess the 
qualities that a President must have. 
His shortsighted, negative mind might 
be a desirable force in the Senate, but 
it would certainly prove disastrous in 
the White House.

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Handcuffs for St. Louis 

The latest legislative attempt to block the earn- 
ings tax is just too thick to go down. 

The measure authorizing the city to levy the 
tax has finally been sent to the floor of the State 
Senate, but not until State Senator Hogan of St. 
Louis and six of his out-state colleagues attached 
a crippling amendment. 

The amendment provides that such a tax shall 


not be reimposed until the people of St Louis . 


have had a chance to vote on it in a referendum 
in connection with the November elections. 

That sounds like 100 per cent pure democracy 
—no taxation without consent of the taxed. But 
it is democracy akin to that. patriotism behind 
which Dr. Johnson found rascals taking refuge. 
It is nothing but a stick in the wheels, designed 
to keep the earnings tax bill from getting 
through this session of the Legislature. 

If the Senate adopts the bill with the. amend- 
ment, the measure will have to go back to the 
lower chamber which adopted it without the 
amendment. Since there is talk of. winding up 
the session by March 14, the chances are that 
the Representatives would not get around to act- 
ing a second time. The bill would be dead at 
least until the next Legislature convenes. In the 
meantime, additional millions would be added 
to the city’s deficit, or municipal services would 
be grievously impaired. 

As a matter of fact, St. Louisans would have 
a chance to express their approval or disap- 
proval of a new earnings tax without the amend- 
ment. And the legislators know -it. The tax 
would have to be levied by Mayor Darst and the 
Aldermen. And they could be either supported 
or repudiated in the municipal elections next 
year. This is a city issue, and the responsibility 
should rest on city officials. 

No outstate legislator is going to be called to 
account by the voters. And no outstate legislator 


$ must meet the city’s bills. Even St. Louis State 


Senator Webbe, who is openly fighting the tax 
authorization measure, does not haye to worry 
about the city’s debts. That concern is for the 
Mayor and the Aldermen; and the Legislature 
ought to give them a chance to get St. Louis out 
uf the red. 

As we have said before, this is a St. Louis 
problem, and we hope that the State Senate will 
allow St. Louis to handle it. If not, are the Leg- 
islators ready to pay city -bills with state 
funds; say, by returning the St. Louis share of 
the state income tax? 

It just does not make sense for the state to 
collect such a huge share of its revenues in St. 
Louis, and then to refuse to permit the city to 
collect taxes adequate to its own needs. And it 
is a mockery to snap on these handcuffs in the 
name of giving St. Louisans a voice in their 
own affairs. 

No, that is just too thick to go down. 
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Tax Integrity vs. Patronage 

If it ever was obscure, the true motive for 
Senate opposition to reorgenization of the tax 
collection machinery has now become plain. 

Senator McClellan of Arkansas made it plain 
when he introduced a bill to substitute for the 
reorganization plan proposed by President Tru- 
man. The bill would reduce the number of tax 
collection districts from 64 to 25, as proposed 
by the President, but would not puf the tax col- 
lectors under civil service. In other words, Sena- 
tor McClellan wants Senators to retain patronage 
in the appointment of tax collectors. 

This is precisely what the taxpayers do not 
want. If a compromise were necessary, the pub- 
lic would prefer td retain the present organiza- 
tion and put it under civil service. The principal 
issue is not how many collectors there shall be, 
but whether they shall be freed of the noxious 
political influences which played so large a role 
in the recent scandals. 

President Truman has addressed a special ap- 
peal to the Senate to uphold his plan. Despite 
bipartisan opposition led by Senator George on 
the Democratic side and Senator Millikin on 
the Republican, it deserves upholding. The in- 
tegrity of the revenue system must be re-estab- 
lished, and anything short of taking it entirely 
out of politics will fall short of the goal. 
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Spring Song for the Symphony 

Spring is invariably a struggle for the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. Closing one bright 
season, it looks with some misgiving to the next, 
and tries to find the money for the music. So 
here we are again. The maintenance fund cam- 
paign is $49,000 short of its $175,000 goal, and to 
make matters worse, the orchestra has used up 
its reserve funds. It must live on the tickets it 
sells and the money St. Louis contributes to it. 

What makes this situation disgraceful is that 
it is so repetitive. The orchestra is 72 years old. 
Its ability is recognized across the country. And 
St. Louis loves its music. But every year about 
this time the pocketbook is slow to open. 

In May 1930, the orchestra was appealing for 
help so it would not have to be disbanded. In 
March 1933, there was speculation about wheth- 
er the city would have an orchestra in 1934. In 
March 1943, there was even talk of putting the 
orchestra on the War Chest list, like a charity. 

Obviously the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
is no charity. It is a vitally creative organization, 
a deep root for the city’s culture, a bright leaf 
for the city’s reputation. And for these reasons 
wé are confident it will eventually get the sup- 
port it needs. It always has. But the response is 
never as quick or sure as it might be, and that 
makes a sad spring song. In supporting its great 
orchestra Si. Louis is not, after all, chunking a 
nickel into a juke box. 
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Plugging a Gambling Loophole 

Gov. Smith can plug an important loophole in 
the state’s antiquated: criminal code by speedily 
signing the anti-gambling bill finally produced 
in the creaking legislative mill. Even though the 
‘measure is not quite the first-class product it 
could have been, it still represents an effective 
weapon the Governor can place in the hands of 
the zealous law enforcement officer. 

As sent to the Governor, the bill outlaws the 
sale, storage, possession or transportation of all 
kinds of gambling devices in intrastate com- 
merece in Missouri. This represents a broad 
power, and it is easy te see why legislators serv- 
ing the interests of ‘organized gamblers might 
have tried to block it, as Senator Richard J. 
Chamier charged. But it is a power Missourians 
demand for their protection. , 

The slight defect in the bill results from a 
House amendment which permits the manufac- 
ture of gambling devices and their sale or ship- 
ment in interstate commerce. This seems to- be 
the result of some legislative concern for the 
punchboard crowd in St. Louis, reported to be 
one of the nation’s chief manufacturing centers 
for such devices. 

Fortunately, however, similar protection can- 
not be extended to the slot machine manufac- 
turers. For federal law prohibits the interstate 
shipment of one-arm bandits. Federal Bureau 
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opposing church and other groups which had 
made up their minds to block passage. 

The Republicans provided the 155 votes to 
pigeonhole the bill, but there were 81 Demo- 
cratic votes to recommit and those 81 Demo- 
crats were’ more than enough to have kept the 
bill alive for a vote on its merits. 

Only 30 Republicans out of a total G.O-P. 
membership of 202 had the stamina to vote 
against pigeonholing the bill. One of these 
few, St. Louisans will be glad to note, was 
Congressman Bakewell. Democratic Congress- 
men Karsten and Price also voted against re- 
committing, but Republican Congressman Curtis 
was one of those who helped smother U.M.T. 

Just two weeks ago the Senate Armed Forces 
Committee voted, 12 to 0, in favor of U.M.T. 
Such a vote of approval in committee should 
foretell easy passage. Yet we now have this 
vote of election-year caution in the House. 

Will President Truman accept this defeat— 
or will he take the issue to the people with a 
full statement of the Administration’s case 
and why? 
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Mr. Dowling Is Responsible 

Is Circuit Attorney Thomas E. Dowling fast 
asleep on his new job? St. Louisans are bound 
to wonder after the way his office handled the 
case of Edward M. Savage, a former convict 
charged with the attempted robbery of Dr. 
Clyde E. Kane. 

One of Mr. Dowling’s assistants, Joseph M. 
Leahey, declined to prosecute Savage on the 
ground that the state had a poor case. Yet Dr. 
Kane said he was “ready, willing and able” to 
testify, and had furnished the state with the 
names of five other witnesses, When reporters 
told Mr. Dowling of the affair, he ordered Sav- 
age rearrested and promised an investigation. 

Responsibility for criminal prosecutions of 
this nature lies with Mr. Dowling, whether he 
actually tries the case or not. He should have 
known and approved Mr. Leahey’s action. If in 
fact he did, then he should explain exactly why. 
If he didn’t, he was asleep at the switch. In 
either event, the affair will add little luster to 
his record. 
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The Road Detour Ends 


The Missouri Legislature has just done some- 
thing that no Legislature has been able to do for 
a score of years, and that is to pass a good 
roads program. The Senate has finally sent Gov. 
Smith two bills to raise truck and gas taxes. 

This is a major achievement. The legislators 
fought off the truck lobby. They worked on the 
program for a year. In the end they raised the 
2-cent gasoline tax by a penny, to provide twelve 
millions more in annual road revenue. And they 
hiked truck taxes by seven millions a year. 

Soon the State Highway Department can be- 
gin its 10-year, $557,500,000 improvement pro- 
gram. A fourth of this will help cities build ex- 
pressways, a fifth will help get farmers out of 
the mud. More than half will help rebuild basic 
highways that tie Missouri together, and put 
safer pavements under our faster cars. 

For 20 years, unti] now, the Legislatures have 
toyed with the problem of increasing road reve- 
nue. For all these years Missouri went on with 
the country’s lowest gas tax and remarkably low 
truck taxes. But even after World War II, when 
new heavy traffic and big trucks were pounding 
the pavements into rubble, the legislators either 
ran afoul of the organized road busters’ lobbies 
or detoured into grasping politics every time 
they considered the plight of the roads. 

What has been done by the present Legisla- 
ture should have been done long since, as Gov. 
Smith says, but the roughness of the long road 
enhances the end of the journey. 
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Not Yet Out of the Woods 


They say nothing succeeds like success, but 
Mobilization Director Charles E. Wilson may be 
entitled to doubt it. As he asks Congress to 
strengthen the economic controls law and to ex- 
tend it for two years, Mr. Wilson must realize 
that one obstacle to this program is the very 
success of the stabilization effort to date. 

Inflation has been held in check. Scarce ma- 
terials are being released in somewhat greater 
quantities for civilian production. Building limi- 
tations have been eased. In many lines prices are 
below ceiling. 

And so there is a temptation to say that, since 
economic controls are working so well, they 
are no longer needed. Because Mr. Wilson has 
kept his promise that controls would be no more 
severe than was needed to sustain the military 
program and stabilize the economy, he is likely 
to face opposition to his policy. 

But there are two strong reasons for that poli- 
cy. One is that we are by no means out of the 
woods. Though the military program has been 
stretched out over a longer period, thereby per- 
mitting some relaxation of requirements right 
now, the total requirements remain huge. 

We cannot be sure that these will be smoothly 
geared into the national economy if the authori- 
ty for controls is weakened or hamstrung. 

Secondly, a drastic weakening of the controls 
law might have disastrous psychological effects. 
One major factor in the present lull of inflation- 
ary pressures is the lessening of consumer de- 
mand, which must have been due in part to 
widespread confidence in stable prices. If people 
Lecame convinced that another round of infla- 
tion were in prospect, they might well renew 
the consumer demand to help produce it. 

Mr. Wilson promises that controls will be re- 
laxed wherever and whenever it can be done. 
Relying on that promise, Congress ought to give 
him a strong law for use if and when needed.

FBI undercover agent unwittingly plays into Communists’ hands 
by implying any American may secretly be a Communist; this de- 
etroys trust essential to freedom and democracy; it leaves us uncer- 
tain even about ex-Communists; not the way to meet real danger.

Can you trust your best friend? How do 
you know he isn’t a Communist? What 
about your wife or husband, your brother 
or sister? Can you say for sure that there 
is no setret affiliation with the Communist 
party? 

Herbert A. Philbrick says you can’t. Mr. 
Philbrick is the Boston advertising execu- 
tive who co-operated with the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation in turning over all 
information gathered as a “member” of 
the Communist party. 

On the basis of 
more than nine years 
of experience, Mr. 
Philbrick has written 
a book called “I Led 
Three Lives.” In it 
he makes the flat 
statement that “any- 
one can suddenly ap- 
pear in a meeting as 
a Communist party 
member—close 
friend, brother, em- 
ploye, or even em- 
ployer, leading citi- 
zen, trusted public 
servant. . .. There 
is no way to distin- 
-_ a Communist from a non-Commu- 

st.” 

Mr. Philbrick would agree, we are sure, 
that the two main objectives of the Com- 
munist party are: first, to advance the 
aims of the Soviet Union; second, to soft- 
en up the United States, rendering it im- 
potent to withstand subversion. 


This means bringing about a steady dis- 
integration of democratic government. It 
means spreading fear and distrust. It 
means losing confidence in the elective 
process, in the leaders of one’s community, 
in one’s neighbors; indeed, in one’s own 
family. It means making Communism seem 
unbeatable and irresistible, investing it 
with success and crushing power. 

We have no reason to doubt that Mr. 
Philbrick is exactly what he says he is, 
and that he is not actually part of a plot- 
and-counter-plot strategy aimed at spread- 
ing fear, confusion, and mistrust in Amer- 
ica. Yet he must realize that his advice, if 
followed by enough people, would actually 
result in the achievement of the very con- 
dition he claims his book seeks to avert. 


If each American cannot look at his 
neighbors or the leaders of his community 
without wondering whether any of them 
lead secret and subversive political lives, 
if he is to be tarn with doubts about even 
his best friends, then we have shattered 
the articles of human faith op which a 
democracy must rest, , 

If subversion is to be taken for granted, 
te whom shall we turn for the operation 
of our , our our 
schools, even our homes? Are ex-Commu-

nists and special agents the only ones to ~ 


be trusted? But then again, to use Mr. 
Philbrick’s own phrase, how can we be 


sure? 

his is not intended in the least to dis- 
parage the general value of Mr. Philbrick’s 
contribution or his service to the nation. 
His work played an important part in the 
— prosecution of Communist party 
eaders, 

It may be, however, that his constant 
exposure to the virus of Communist think- 
ing about America has infected him more 
than he may realize. As the infection sub- 
sides, he may recognize the dangerous 
lack of logic in his statement that no one 
can be trusted. 


Are all Republicans and business men 
to be suspected just because Mr. Philbrick 
knows some conservative Republican busi- 
ness men who are Communists? 


Most ‘estimates, even that of many ex- 
Communists, put membership in the Com- 
munist party at not higher than 150,000. 
There are, to be sure, many more who are 
on the fringe or who do the bidding of the 
party knowingly or unknowingly. A maxi- 
mum figure of members and fringists com- 
bined, therefore, might be one million. 

In a population of 150,000,000 that would 
mean that the chance of any given person 
being a Communist is less than 1 per cent 
—evenu deducting for the group under 21. 
A 99 per cent chance. that one’s brother or 
mother or best friend or employer isn’t a 
Communist is not as good as a 100 per 
cent certainty; but it ought to be enough 
to kéep the country from clawing itself to 
pieces in the attempt to get at the 1 per 
cent. 

There is no doubt that Herbert Phil- 
brick has learned his lessons in Commu- 
nism. May we suggest that there are equal- 
ly important lessons in democracy? 

The first of these is that the American 
people can be trusted. They are not to be 
held lightly; they are not stupid; they are 
not fit subjects for disdain or contempt. 
They are, on the whole, a remarkably 
open people, sometimes poems almost 
naive to professional political strategists 
or doctrinaires who make the mistake of 
thinking them an easy mark. 

Loyalty to the nation, the idea behind 
the. nation, and to one another, exists 
without the necessity for flamboyant dem- 
onstrations or intricate tests or oaths. 

Yes, Mr. Philbrick, the average Ameri- 
can can be sure. He can be sure of his 
family, of his friends, of his community 
leaders. If some of them should betray 
that trust, the average American can con- 
tinue to have faith in the people around 
him and in the free society which he 
is a part. For he knows that the surest 
way’to destroy that society is to operate

the next fellow’s ideas are somehow less 
pure thah one’s own. 


Preposterous Survey of Books 


A preposterous situation develops when 
a Congressman proposes that the Librarian 
of Congress compile a full and complete 
list of all “subversive matter” in the 
Library of Congress. 

Aside from the fact that the proposed 


freedom of choice in most things has beefi 
one of the cardinal tenets of a successful 
way df life. 

In this country books usually stand or 
fall on their own merits as literature or as 
purveyors of information. When they do 
make their ways to library shelves it is 
usually as a result of demand by library 
users or because of need to- continue 
developing collections which will give bal- 
anced understanding of problems to the 
library borrowers. 

Marking books as being subversive 
would be the same as removing those

‘Merely Changing Methods.’ 

To an old Navy friend, 
“Swede” Hazlett, on July 19, he 
placed his basic philosophy on 
the line: 

“From my viewpoint, going to 
Columbia is merely to change the 
location of my headquarters; per- 
haps it would be more accurate 
to say that I am changing the 
method by which I will continue 
to strive for the same goals. 

“I believe fanatically in the 
American form of democracy—a 
system that recognizes and pro- 
tects the rights of the individual 
and that ascribes the individ- 
ual a dignity accruMg to him be- 
cause of his creation in the image 
of a Supreme Being and which 
rests upon his conviction that 
only through a system of free en- 
terprise can this type of democ- 
racy be preserved. 

“Beyond this I believe that 
world order can be established 
only by the practice of true co- 
operation among the sovereign 
nations and that American leader- 
ship toward this goal depends 
upon her strength—her strength 
of will, her moral, social and 
economic strength and, until an 
effective world order is achieved, 
upon her military strength. It 
is these simple concepts that I 
will take to Columbia. If by liv- 
ing them and preaching them I 
can do some good, I will hope to 
stay on indefinitely.” 

The compelling consideration in 
his acceptance was the fact that 
he would be among scholars and 
experts who could help provide 
answers to the problems con- 
stantly on his mind. He arrived 
on Morningside Heights on May 
2, 1948. 

In Gen. Eisenhower’s mind, uni-

On the contrary, .I 
believe that they are all the bet- 
ter and the stronger for healthy 
argument, and, if our system is as 
correct in its basic principles as 
you and I believe, it can well 
stand the most pitiless and search- 
ing examination—even by our 
enemies. But if the things we 
fear as threats to our venerated 
system are trends brought about 
by faulty leadership, by shallow 
thinking, and by sheer neglect, it 
seems to me that only through 
education, led by our great. uni-

The Commu- 
nists who shuttle back and forth 
between western capitals and 
Vienna are in the main a shadowy 
group little known outside the 
party. It is only for the big shows 
that the big names show up pub- 
licly. 

For the big “Peace Congress” 
meetings, the meetings of the 
Federation of Democratic Women 
and other similar front groups, 
the Communists push to the fore 
names more likely to be con- 
nected with the arts or sciences— 
useful people who are not neces- 
sarily tried and true Stalinists, 
instead of centering the limelight 
on themselves. 

Thus, a person like Frederic 
Joliot-Curie, the French physicist, 
or perhaps a writer or an artist 
with Communist leanings will be 
used as the front. 

The WFTU, pretending to be 
solely a labor union and not a 
Communist weapon, attempts 
through its various affiliates and 
its slogans about labor rights to 
attract workers from the non- 
Communist unions. The WFTU al- 
ready has been extremely active 
in this way in the Middle East, 
tying the “rights of workers” to 
the “fight against imperialism.” 

Known as Propaganda Tool. 


But the WFTU fools nobody 
who has followed the Communist 
drive. It is closely linked with 
all Kremlin projects outside the 
U.S.S.R. It helped organize the 
World Peace Council. It has a 
hand in every international prop- 
aganda meeting with Red over- 
tones. 

The record international con- 
ference of the Red-dominated 
metal workers union in Vienna is 
a synthesis of all the labor drives 
pushed by WFTU. 

The metal workers union first 
issued resolutions demanding 


higher pay, shorter hours, paid 
vacations, old-age pensions, social 
security and ‘many other things. 
Then # unmasked itself. It pro- 
ceeded to pass resolutions for a 
five-power pact, the insistent cry 
of the Soviet peace offensive.

ET’S face this problem honestly—even though it’s a tough 
L one: If a wife saves a little money out of he: household 

allowance, is she entitled to keep it for herself, or does it 
belong to her husband?. ~° 

There’s no doubt about how the wives will vote! But 
husbands don’t always see it the same “way, and it is a problem 
that comes up frequently. Mr. J. expressed a common opinion 
among husbands when he complained, “I give my wife a liberal 
allowance to run the home. She chisels out of it for her own 
benefit. The first thing I know she has something extravagant, 
that she knows I would not have approved, and when I put 
her in the corner she says that she bought it with money she 
saved out of the grocery allowance. That’s plain dishonesty, 
Dr. Popenoe. If she doesn’t need the money for groceries, it 
should go back in the general fund.”

MOST WIVES, I REPEAT, won't agree with him. Th 
question came up in a more acute form when Mr. and Mrs. L. 
sought the help of a marriage counselor. Mrs. L. had no in- 
come or money of her own, but her husband discovered that 
she had a separate savings account, »f which he had been un- 
aware, and that she had more than $1000 in it! He demanded 
an explanation. It turned out that she had saved this money 
out of the allowance for household expenses and she consid- 
ered it her private property, to do with as she pleased. She 
Was plahning to use it to help her aged parents. Her husband 
hit the ceiling—she waé no better than a thief, he asserted. 
The marriage was pretty nearly wrecked on that $1000. 

What about it? Did the money belong to her, as she 
claimed, or to him, as he claimed?

I WON’T DISCUSS the legal side; probably that would 
vary in different areas. What is the morality, so to speak, of 
the situation? : 

The first fact to face, I believe, is that the wife was en- 
titled to an independent allowance but that this was the. 
wrong way for her to get it! In every family the wife and 
husband should have independent allowances from the family 
income, for which they do not have to account. It may be 
small if the monthly income is small, but the wife must have at 
least a little money which she can call her own. Unfortunately, 
a majority of families still refuse to budget their finances in- 
telligently. If you are in this majority, write for my mimeo- 
graphed suggestions on “Setting Up a Spending Plan.” Please 
inclose a stamped, self-addressed envelope with your request. 

The next thing to consider is that this way of saving is 
not likely to strengthen a marriage. Mr. L, felt that his wife 
had not fed him as well as he had a right to expect because 
she had been holding out part of the grocery money for herself.

a ladder propped against an outer 
wall.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Cleaning Hot Water Heater Coils. 


S we have mumbled from 

time to time, the main reason 

for a hot water heater not 
heating much hot water is that 
the inside of the heater coils are 
so caked with minerals from the 
water that little, if any, water can 
flow through. 

The easiest solution fs to call 
a plumber and have him put in a 
new coil. This may not always 
be possible because (a) you 
haven’t paid your last plumbing 
bill, (b) the plumber is too busy to 
come right away, (c) he can’t get 
the particular kind of coil re- 
quired by your heater or (d) he 
can’t get any copper at all. So the 
next best thing is to flush out 
the old coil with acid. 


Remove the coil from the heat- 
er and place it in a glass or earth- 
enware container. Add one part 
muriatic acid to seven parts wa- 
ter and take the necessary pre- 
cautions to keep the acid from 
getting on you or any friend 
who might be watching you work. 
Wear rubber gloves. 


Place a funnel in the top open- 
ing of the coil and pour the acid 
in. When all the acid has run out 
the bottom opening, dip it out 
and pour it through again. Keep 
this up until the deposits in the 
coil start coming out. 


Use a piece of wire to break up 
the softened deposits so they can 
be flushed out. When the coil is 
clean, flush it out with plenty of 
fresh water to remove all traces 
of the acid and put it back in 
the heater.
